This step would mini- 
mum percent Guernsey. 

Animals all four steps would 
have the same information available 
registered animals, such 
registration certificate, production 
records and classification records. 
When registering animals this 
program, breeders would have 
sign that, the best their knowl- 
edge, this animal has genetic 
abnormalities. Every animal must 
available for inspection 
AGA representative requested. 
Genetic recovery females are fully 


registered, thereby having all the 
privileges registered Guernseys.

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others, may non-registered 
commercial herd. believe Guern- 
seys can adapted the climate 
and herd type well any breed. 


Weaver need more milk and 
protein pounds per cow and more 
dollars for our product. 


What one AGA program can best 
help Guernsey breeders achieve 
these goals? What other programs 
are important well?

The 
superior genes for breeding the truly 
outstanding animal are available, 
but getting them concentrated into 
that outstanding individual far 
too infrequent. would surely 
nice the AGA could somehow be- 
come financially able hire full- 
time geneticist study cow families 
enhance our mating programs 
more predictable.

and would have renew his her 
membership for second year 
January that year. The annual 
membership fee would set the 
board directors and would not 
applied toward the purchase 
lifetime membership. 

The board also voted approve 
incentive for Guernsey breeders 
use young sires their herds. five 
dollar registration discount will 
offered breeders who register the 
first daughters out AGA sam- 
pled young sires. This discount will 
apply from young sire groups 
who are participating this promo- 
tion. 


Discussions are continuing for 
possible joint operations venture 
between the American Guernsey As- 
sociation, American Milking Short- 
horn Society, Ayrshire As- 
sociation and the Brown Swiss Cat- 
tle Breeders' Association. Coopera-

The following dairy outlook column 
was written Ken Bailey, Commer- 
cial Agriculture Dairy Extension 
Economist with the University Mis- 
souri. 


Shortfalls milk production are 
dampening the expected decline 
milk prices. That welcome news 
for dairy farmers struggling pay 
higher feed costs. But despite tight- 
milk supplies, milk prices will 
begin decline after January 
enter the spring flush. 


Milk Supplies 

December milk production was 2.3 
percent below last year’s level 
10.4 billion pounds for selected 
states. That’s the fifth straight month 
decline milk production when 
compared the same month year 
ago. 

The Upper Midwest states Wis- 
consin and Minnesota continued 
lag behind year earlier levels 8.4 
and 5.3 percent. was also 
down 8.3 percent. The Northeast 
holding its own with New York 
below just 1.3 percent and Pennsyl- 
vania with change. These de- 
clines were offset gains 4.1 
percent Texas and 3.5 percent 
California. 

Milk production seasonally hits 
bottom November and then be- 
gins increase before peaking 
May. Expect that trend continue, 
but levels below the previous year 
due poor forage quality. This 
trend may reverse itself early 
mid-summer. 


Cheese Market 
Cheese prices have been frozen 
$1.30 per pound for 40-pound blocks 
the National Cheese Exchange 
for the past four weeks. Prices were 
unseasonally high levels Au- 
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Dairy Outlook 


gust through November 1993 but 
began decline December. 
Cheese prices were expected drop 
off dramatically early January 
1994, but have stabilized for the 
the December milk production re- 
port. 

Cheese production has been fol- 
lowing milk production downward 
the past few months. November 
cheese production down 1.5 per- 
cent from the same month year 
ago. Stocks cheese are also down 
from mid summer. Beginning com- 
mercial stocks for American cheese 
and other cheese are down 8.9 per- 
cent and percent, respectively, 
from July levels. for consump- 
tion, commercial disappearance for 
cheese for the period January 
through October 1993 was just 
0.4 percent for American cheese and 
percent for other cheese. The 
improvement the general econo- 
has not yet affected cheese sales. 

Look for cheese prices $1.17 
mid-February and then rebound 
$1.37 July. 


Nonfat Dry Milk Market 

The market for nonfat dry milk 
has been the dolldrums and has 
weakened recent weeks. Com- 
mercial disappearance for the peri- 
January through October 1993 
was down percent from the same 
period year earlier. These declines 
were offset strong DEIP sales and 
higher CCC purchases. DEIP accep- 
tances nonfat dry milk sales for 
calendar year 1993 totaled 258.3 
million pounds, 3.5 percent above 
1992 levels. CCC net purchases 
nonfat dry milk for calendar year 
1993 were 18.4 million pounds, 
increase 104 percent from 1992 
levels. 

Production nonfat dry milk 
currently well below the boom that 
occurred during the first 1993. 
addition, beginning November 
manufacturers stocks were 66.6 
million pounds, just percent 
the level July. Demand will have 
recover and aggressive 1994 
DEIP allocation USDA will have 
happen before this market will move 
above current levels. 


Butter Market 
The butter market has just moved 
support levels after impressive 
showing during the last quarter 


1993. The USDA lowered the sup- 
port price for butter down 11.25 
cents July cents per pound 
for bulk butter. had expected but- 
ter fall the new support price. 
But strong demand for cream kept 
prices well above support the 
cent range for Grade butter. Com- 
mercial disappearance for butter 
averaged 8.8 percent for the period 
January through October 1993. 
Commerical and government 
stocks butter are well below earli- 
levels. Beginning commercial 
stocks for November were down 24.7 
percent from June levels. addi- 
tion, CCC uncommitted inventories 
for the week ending January 1994, 
arejust 185.3 million pounds. That’s 
almost half the level inventories 
the same week year earlier. For all 
1993, CCC net purchases but- 
ter were down 21.4 percent from 
year ago 306.1 million pounds. 
Expect butter begin exhibit 
seasonal pattern prices CCC 
inventories are permanently reduced. 
Prices may peak the spring during 
Easter week and then rebound again 
during the year-end holiday season.

Multiple (MCP) 
recommended for two more fed- 
eral milk orders. 

October 1993, USDArecom- 
mended MCP plans for the Pacific 
Northwest and Southwestern Ida- 
ho-Eastern Oregon federal milk mar- 
keting orders. This recommended 
decision based public hearing 
held during September 1992. The 
plans differ that nonfat solids 
priced the Pacific Northwest fed- 
eral order and protein priced 
the Southwestern Idaho-Eastern 
Oregon order. Otherwise, the me- 
chanics the MCP 
plans are essentially identical. 

Under the recommended plan, 
each producer would receive pay- 
ment for milk production based upon 
the following three factors:

High energy corn silage 
will support high production and 
help attain and/or maintain posi- 
tive energy balance. minimizing 
severity and duration negative 
energy balance, reproductive perfor- 
mance early lactation cows should 
enhanced. However, high energy 
corn silage means lower fiber. Low 
fiber diets can result laminitis, off 
feed problems, lower milk produc- 
tion, low fat test, and displaced abo- 
masum (twisted stomachs). 

High energy corn silage based di- 
ets often contain inadequate levels 
effective fiber. lack effective 
fiver the diet decreases rumina- 
tion (cud chewing). This lack nor- 
mal chewing activity results de- 
creased dry matter intake and milk 
production. study published 
1990 found cows consuming con- 
centrate and silage had lower intake 


and production than cows fed hay 
prior eating concentrate and si- 
lage (Table 1). The study indicated 
the hay supplemented cows spent 
more time ruminating per day with 
more chews per unit dry matter (Table 
2). Rumen tended closer 
neutral cows fed hay versus cows 
fed hay (Table 2). 

High fiber by-products can used 
low fiber diets increase total 
fiber content. High fiber by-product 
concentrate feed include brewers 
grains, distillers grains, soyhulls, 
and wheat midds. Some producers 
have opted use pelleted alfalfa. 
Each these feeds can beneficial 
reducing starch levels the diet 
diet fiber content. These 
high fiber alternative feedstuffs are 
excellent feed ingredients but not 
stimulate “normal” maximum chew- 
ing activity. The average size these 
ingredients approximately 
inches which has been shown 
inadequate stimulating chewing 
activity relative long hay (Table 3).

Excellent quality forages provide 
the opportunity maximize pro- 
duction. Excellent quality low fiber 
forages must managed carefully 
prevent health and low produc- 
tion problems. High fiber by-prod- 
ucts can used maintain normal 
diet fiber levels, but may inad- 
equate maintaining normal rumi- 
nation activities particle length 
less than one and one-half inches. 
Therefore, effective fiber (five six 
pounds three four inches long) 
must consumed that intake 
ensured. For example, shredding 
hay three four inch length and 
incorporating into TMR assures 
minimal intake this five six 
pounds effective fiber. impor- 
tant feeding management 
prevent “sorting” the diet thereby 
assuring proper intake. Adequate 
total and effective fiber must pro- 
vided the diet support maxi- 
mum milk production healthy 
cows.

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Mold and Mycotoxin 
Problems 
Ruminant Feeding

Mold and mycotoxin problems 
have been prevalent the North- 
east over the past years. Mycotoxins 
may develop almost feedstuff 
during growing season, har- 
vest, during storage. Cool, wet 
weather favors fusarium toxins, 
while hot, humid weather encourag- 
aflatoxin formation. Fusarium tox- 
ins tend more prevalent the 
Northeast and Midwest, while afla- 
toxins are more common the 
South. Since feed ingredients from 
several regions often are used 
many farms, home-grown grains 
should not considered the only 
source mycotoxin problems. By- 
product feeds, protein concentrates, 
finished feeds, oilseeds, wet brew- 
ers grains, food wastes, and forage 
may contain mycotoxins. Whole plant 
corn silage and haylage are more apt 
contaminated than hays. Heat- 
processing feed ingredients and 
ensiling forages high moisture 
grains not destroy mycotoxins. 

Feed that obviously moldy 
musty will not always contain the 
more dangerous mold poisons 
mycotoxins. However, visibly milky 
feed may have negative affects 
production and health. Energy val- 
ues moldy feeds should dis- 
counted five percent. Such feeds 
may decrease the digestibility the 
ration and lower dry matter intakes 
because decreased resistance 
metabolic and infectious diseases 
may depressed. 

Mycotoxins produced certain 
levels feed can have detrimen- 
tal affect animal production and 
health. Milk production may drop 
feed, ketosis acetonemia, and dis- 
placed abomasum problems may 
rise sharply. Some animals may have 
diarrhea show signs hemor- 
rhaging. However, important 
note that signs mycotoxicity mim- 
those other metabolic and infec- 
tious diseases, including Johnes, 
BVD, salmonella, clostridial infec- 
tions, and some poisonous weeds. 

The effects mycotoxins are ac- 
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cumulative over period time. 
The presence more than one my- 
cotoxin may increase the effects not- 
ed. Often animals not show acute 
signs early mycotoxicity. may 
take several days several weeks 
cause marked changes perfor- 
mance. Liver kidney damage may 
occur high prolonged intakes 
mycotoxins. 

Immediate action should taken 
when signs moldy feed myc- 
otoxin problems exist. Improvements 
production, performance, and 
health often occur within three 
seven days several weeks after 
the offending feed(s) are removed 
from the ration their intakes se- 
verely reduced. Products such 
aluminosilicate sodium bentonite 
are available which may reduce the 
effects mycotoxins the digestive 
tract and reducing their absorption. 
They can used level .50 
1.0 percent the total ration dry 
matter. However, these additives 
should not depended upon fully 
restore health and performance. 
Controlled research lacking 
the true effectiveness these addi- 
tives certain types and levels 
mycotoxins that may 
ration.

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Trouble-Shooting Herd

Over the past few months, dairy 
and animal science extension and 
veterinary extension have been work- 
ing numerous herd problems. 
The scenario similar all cases: 
low milk production, feet and leg 
problems, and cows dying shortly 
after freshening. 

There appears too much 
emphasis the ration formulation 
paper and not enough sound 
feeding and management practices. 
also evident that certain basics 
ration formulations are not being 
followed. seems are forgetting 
that dairy cows are ruminants, and 
that they require certain levels 
forage dry matter intake and forage 
neutral detergent fiber (NDF). 

One the most useful tools 
trouble-shooting problem herd 
sampling the total mixed ration 
the grain mix conventional feed- 
ing systems determine the nu- 
trient content matches the one for- 
mulated paper. the majority 
problem herds looked at, the actual 
analysis has not come close what 
was expected. Having this informa- 
tion can help focus where the 
problems may be. from this 
point that actual dry matter intakes 
need determined. This includes 
checking the dry matter contents 
all high moisture feeds and actually 
weighing the feeds that the animals 
are being fed, including refusals.

Forage Testing Essential 

Another often-neglected area 
ration formulations and evaluations 
for the early and close-up dry cows 
and the transitional feeding period. 
Regardless the common problem 
herd experiencing, rations fed 
during these periods can significantly 
impact animal production and 
health. common problem often 
encountered that the forages fed 
these animals have not been test- 
ed. Testing crucial evaluations 
are done properly and appro- 
priate recommendations made.
